TUe farm belonging to Mr. Win, Dafc 


rymple, in the northern part of Minneso- 
'a, covers thirty square miles. The 
quantity sown with wheat in 1878 was 
20,900 acres; the yield was 250,000 bush- 
els of wheat. Seventy-five reaping and 
binding machine* were used to harvest 
the crop, $«-Work being done at the rate 
of l,000«eM8adfty. 
This farm is divided into section* of 


two thousand acres, over each of which 
an overseer ia placed. Comfortable quar- 
ters are provided for the overseers, while 
there is a large boarding-house for the 
Accommodation of the hands. The vast 
estate employs upwards of 460 laborers 
and 880 horees and mules. There are 
three book-keepers to look after the ac- 
counts, and two cashiers to receive and 
disburse the money. A neighbor of Mr. 
Dalrymple is Mr. B. P. Cheney, formerly 
of Boston, who has a farm of 5,000 acres. 
Last year he harvested 42,000 bnslieh 
of wheat. 6.000 of oats and 3,000 of bar- 
ley. 
The machinery on his farm consist! 


of forty plows, sixteen seeders, forty har- 
rows sixteen harvesters, three steam 
threshing m&thines, and three portable 
tteam engines.
